Last year fines to the amount of £787 odd 
ere imposed, and in the previous year the 
nes totalled £738 odd. A comparison of the 
number of convictions and the amounts of the

e fact that the average fine last year was 
siderably lower than that in the previous 
velve months. The number of prosecutions, 
.distinet from convictions, was 2.026 in 
6, as compared with 1,324 prosecutions in 
125. There was also a marked proportionate 
rease in the number of unsustainable 
secutions. 
LIMERICK LEADS,

An official market return for Great Britain 


indicates that, although the prices of fat pigs 
are now lower than they were last winter, 
Pigs are stil relatively dearer than other 
Classes of livestock and agricultural produce. 
During January bacon pigs and porkers sold 
at prices about 70 per cent, and per cent., 
respectively, above those of Januery, 1911, té 
1915. The corresponding figure in January, 
1926, for both classes was 94 per cent. 
Prices of pork in the wholesale markets of 
Birmingham, Leeds, Manchester and London 
have declined since iast October from an 
average of 144d. per Ib. for first quality by a 
penny per lb., a relatively sharper reduction 
than in the case of pigs. Compared with 
February, 1926, however, late rates were 
lower by only gd. per Ib., against a ‘eduction 
het ween the same dates of almest jd. per |b.

That the London prices of British pork 
should now be higher than those of other 
markets, whereas formerly they were lowér,

n 1924 the quantity of Continental pork 
passing through the London Central Markets 
was €/,A0 tong, against 18,500 tons of British 
and Irish pork, and in 1926 the corresponding 
figures were 354,900 tons and 12,100 tons. 
Supplies of British and Ivish pork at the 
London Central Markets, though now much 
higher than im recent years, do not make up 
tor the ioss of imports from the Continent.

It will be seen that. from September, 1926, 
to January, 1927, British and Irish supplies 
have exceeded those of the corresponding 
months a year earlier by 7,913 tons, or 165 
oe! cent., but the total quantity of fresh pork 
iandled has been less by 50 per cent. Nor 
has this deficiency in fresh pork been made up 
by increased imports of frozen pork, although 
there has been some increase in supplies of 
this description, the total in five months—- 
September, 1926, to January, 1927—heing 
5,584 tons, against 1,526 tons in the corre- 
Rg ae months a year earlier. About half 
the frozen pork passing through the Central 
Markets during the past five months came 
irom Argentina, and 25 per cent. from the 
United States, the remainder being from 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada and Uruguay. 
Argentina supplies totalled 1,719 tons 
against 475 tons in the corresponding months 
a year earlier, and increased quantities ware 
received from each of the other countrizs 
mentioned, except Canada. 

In spite of the large reduction in supplies 
of pork at the London Central Markets as 
compared with last winter, market reports do 
rot indicate that the supply has heen iu- 
adequate for the prevailing demand. The 
reduced ‘demand may be due to the relatively 
high prices of pork as compared with other 
meat, but it is possible that munv butchers 
who formerly obtained their supplies from the 
Central Markets are obtaining British pork 
direct from the country.

WITHOUT A SINGLE 
BOLD CLAUSE.

That the Liquor Bill now before the Dail 
was without a single bold elause, and that it 
might have been drafted by a member of the 
liquor trade, was the view expressed by the 
Very Rev. Father Aloysius at the annual 
meeting of the Bray Pioneer Total Abistin- 
enes Association yesterday. 

It was not a couageous effort to deal with 
a national evil, he continued, and, if it were

ood that was in the bill out of it. If this 

ill were dropped nobody in Ireland would 
be so taken aback as the licensed trade. The 
Government, in dealing with the temperance 
reform problem, seeme 
they were holding the balance between two 
parties out for their own interésts—on the 
one side the Temeperance Party and on the 
other the trade. They were not a party, he 
said, out for any sectional interest; they were 
no®out to fight the trade, but they were out 
for the public welfare, and they voiced the 
cries of the helpless little children, who were 
the chief victims of the drink curse. They 
spoke for the thousands of women whose 
homes were wrecked and ruined by it. and, 
perhaps, some day the women will realise the 
meaning of their votes, and then they vould 
settle the question. 

In Kerry a meeting of publicans warned 
the Government that if they passed this bill 
they would have recourse to the referendum, 
He said, “Up Kerry.” (Applause.) Tee- 
totallers positively accepted that challenge; 
by all means, give them a referendum, and 
they would find the verdict of the public 
tais right. The licensed trade and the 
rovernment had no doubt about what the 
verdict would be. 

If the bill were to pass, it should go 
through without any amendment, except as 
to opening on St. Patrick’s Day. They had 
heard no cémand for reversing the Act of 
1924, and the bil] went directly against public 
opinion in this. matter. 

Mr. J. Metcalfe, Co.C., said that the 
Labour movement would never make for pro- 
gréss until the workers were educated in the 
cause of temperance.

The Government had accepted amend- 
ments, which lessened still. more the chance 
of uny good that they might hope for from 
So that on the whole he was not 
so sure tlfat the passing of the bill would be 
in any sense a step forward in the temper- 
ance movement. At all events, the oppos- 
tion showed plainly that many of their legis- 
lators did not seem to haye a very exalted 
opinion of their responsibilities. It seemed 
to him that no matter what political party a 
Deputy might belong to, it was his duty m 
making laws for the country not to subordi- 
nate the.common good, the spiritual and tein- 
poral welfare of the citizens to any private 
or sectional interest. He was afraid that a 
very considerable number of their present 
legislators did not take that view of their 
duties. Aftér all these Deputies were only 
discharging a trust that had been reposed in 
them by the people, and the people had in 
the long run the remedy for such evils as the 
liquor traffic in their own hands. A general 
election was approaching, and the electorate 
would be well advised to watch very closely 
the fortunes of the present measure, and how 
their Deputies discharged the sacred trust 
reposed in them. If they found that they 
subordinated the interests of the Irish people 
to the well-being of a sectional interest, then 
the electorate, he hoped, would know how to 
deal with them. It might be that the power 
of the liquor interest over the Government 
was so great that it might be necessary for 
the Irish people at some time or other to take 
the initiative in taking its temperance laws 
into their own hands. 

Rev. Father Steen, C.C., who seconded, 
said that some of their Deputies seemed to 
have been stampeded by an organised section 
of the community, and to have voted against 
their own convictions, and what they be- 
lieved to be for the good of the country. 
One particular. Deputy, who voted against 
the bill, stood on a temperance platform six 
months ago. 

Rey. Father Dillon, S.J.. said that they 
did not want this bill to be whittled down, so 
as to be no good at all.

spectators towards the exits. Up to that 
point there was always the possibility that 
the Irish team would divide the honours; 
indeed, Scotland was then being so heavily 
pressed that the wonder was how they re- 
tained their one goal lead, which, with a little 
more incisiveness in the Irish front line, would 
have slipped fram them. 

Scotland were lucky winners. After a 
fairly. level first half the play went distinctly 
against the visitors, and a share of honours 
in as tame a match as has been fought 
between the two countries would have been 
no more than Ireland merited. 

If there was one tHing which more than 
another impressed the visitor—apart from 
the iwSpiring nature of the community sing- 
ing, the Queen’s Isiand band before the match 
leading the huge crowd in ‘Land of Hope 
and Glory,” “*Annie Laurie.”’ “ Tipperary,” 
“ The Dear Little Shamrock, ' etc.—it was the 
remarkable difference between present-day 
““soecér ” and the game as it was played 
by Scotland’s international teams in the days 
when forwards: like Quinn, Walker. and the 
Queen's Park amateur, McColl, delighted the 
crowd. Scottish football seems, judging it 
by the standard set in recent years in these 
games, to have lost all its old-time “ punch” 
and virility. Formerly English and Scottish 
Association football. were two distinct types; 
now the English and less robust style appears 
to have been adoptéd by the Scottish pro- 
fessionals, and those Irishmen who havé be- 
come associated with cross-Channel football. 
FANCY FOOTBALL. 

What a transformation a few forwards of 
the class of Walker and Quinn at their best 
would. have ¢ffected in the Scottish team on 
Saturday, and how one sighéd for the return 
to Irish football of forwards like the Pypers. 
the Pedens, the Mercers, the Hooperys, and 
the Sloanes of long ago! In this match 
there Was none of that ‘ punch” to which 
we have referred in either attacking force. 
Delightful passages of plav there were in 
plenty, but it was of that flashy, fancy sort 
which, however strongly it may appeal to the 
admirer of the beautiful in “soccer.” does 
not cause much anxiety to tactful, methodical 
and resolute defenders. If the Belfast right 
wing forward, McGrillen, had heen in co- 
operation, for instance, with four others 
judiciously chosen from the leading Dublin 
clubs, it would have introduced that virility 
which was so much lacking. and which 
would have made all the difference between 
defeat and victory. . 

Perhaps the presence of Gillespie would 
have altered the position, so far as Ireland 
was concerned; but the fact remains 
that there was no weight in the Irish attack, 
and very likely the trish Selectors may be 
obliged to reconsider the claims of a few of 
those who figured with such little success in 
the forward liné when they come to pick the 
team for the next match. 

GALLAGHER MASTERED. 

_ They will not, however, have much trouble 
in choosing the defence. The Irish rear- 
guard was great, if we except Gowdy, the 
Falkirk reservist. It would be unfair to 
blame Scott too much for that first goal after 
his otherwise faultless display. On the whole, 
the backs were splendid... Opposed. to. them. 
were*five ‘forwards’ with big-reputationss ' but 
Gallacher, who is thought to have no equal 
in his position on the football field, was re- 
duced to complete and absolute subjection, 
and the Scottish quintette were made to 
appear like so many second-raters. 

No doubt, Morton and Howieson dove- 
tailed, beautifully at times, and their slipping 
of Gowdy was brilliantly executed. But one 
does not regard international. teams individu- 
ally. They are built up in sections, and the 
sections should work as one. Each team ón 
Saturday operated unevenly in sections. The 
defences were excellent, but the forward lines 
failed badly. 

The Scottish defenders were a powerful 
combination. The amateur goalkeeper, J. D. 
Harkness, was never in serious difficulties. 
and a resolute pair of backs were M‘Stey.and 
Hutton, The Celt, however, seldom. kicked a 
straight ball; he saved himself a lot of run- 
ning about by tipping the ball over. the side- 
line, and generally was overshadowed by 
Hutton, who is a great back, and an artist 
iu anticipating, tackling, and kicking with 
either foot. The middle line was almost flaw- 
less, with Gibson, the centre, all over the 
Irish pivot, Davey. 

TWO FINE BACKS. 

Scott, as remarked, kept the Irish goal 
finely, and for years we have not had two 
such backs as M‘Cluggage and M‘Connell. In- 
deed, the failure of the Scottish forwards may 
be written down to the credit of this excellént 
untiring pair, Many regarded Sloan ag any- 
thing but a complete success as centre-half 
back; but he had to look after Gallacher. 
and with the Scottish star impotent all 
through—well, there must have been a reason 
for such an “nexpected occurrence. In addi. 
tion, Sloan sent along some grand transfers 
lo M‘Grillen. Had the latter got more work 
to do the Scottish goal would have been 
threatened oftener, but although he was about 
the best of the Irish forwards, he got little 


of the ball.

between the protection and the first sitting 
before the Court, which is normally four 
kg, but on the evidence of the Court 
official and of the practitioners familiar 
with bankruptcy, the Committee do not 
recommend this. | They, however, do 
recommend the abolition of the second 
sitting before the Court on the ground 
that the saving of time—not less than a 
fortnight—and of expense, would be a 
distinct advantage. On the other hand, 
they -recommend the extension of the 
statutory provisions for the holding of 
special sittings. Section 351 of the Act 
of 1857 provides that if any difficulty 
arises in the execution of the debtor's 
proposal the Court can hold a special 
sitting, and three-fifths in value of the 
£10 creditors can then accept a modifica- 
tion of the offer, provided that, if one- 
third in number and value of the creditors 


must be approved and confirmed by the 
Court. The Conimittee recommends. that 
both in arrangements and in compositions 
after bankruptcy the power of the Court 
to order a special sitting should be 
extended. 

_ ACTS OF BANKRUPTCY. 


in. Sestion 1 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1914, and 
for Ireland in Section 21 of the Bankru tcy 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1872.

They recommend that, Acts of Bankruptcy

DEEDS OF ARRANGEMENT. 

The Committee say they were impressed by 
the evidence of certain witnesses regarding 
the harm that could be done by creditors 
unreasonably withholding their consent to a 
deed of assignment for the benefit of creaitors 
outside the Court which has the support and 
approval of a majority of the creditors, and 
they came to the conclusion that the Deeds 
of Arrangement. Act, 1914, now in force, is 
not suitable to Northern Ireland, and they 
expressed the views that, where a debtor has 
secured the assent of three-fifths in number 
and value of his creditors to such a ieed, 
it should not be regarded as :n Act of Bank- 
ruptcy, and should be binding n all the 
creditors, provided the debtor trustee

MEMORIAL TABLET UNVEILED. 


Some reminiscences of the Dublin of ninety 
for ago were recalled yesterday by Canon 

hompson, Rector of St. Catherine’s Parish 
Church, on the occasion of the unveiling of 
a memorial tablet in the church to the memory 
of Miss Mills, “pig ome of St. Catherine’s 
School Board, who was born in the parish on 
26th March, 1845, and died on 26th October, 
1925. Miss Mills’s father had been a teacher 
in Thomas's Court Schools, where she herself 
afterwards became a teacher. Subsequently, 
she was appointed Secretary of the Schools 
Board. She spent her whole life in. the 
parish, and was @ prominent figure in its 
work. She took a special interest in looking 
after the orphan children. It was to mark 
their appreciation of her good work in the 
parish and to perpetuate her name that the 
parishioners decided tó erect the memorial, 
which takes the form of a marble tablet on 
the wall of the nave of the church. 

The unveiling ceremony was performed by 
Canon Thompson at Morning Service, and 
in an address he gave a glimpse of the old 
Dublin of Miss Mills’s early youth.

FILDES, R.A. 


Sir Luke Fildes, R.A., died at his London 
house, 11 Melbury road, Kensi n, yester- 
day afternoon, after only a few days’ illness, 
in his eighty-fourth year. He contracted a 
bronchial chill about ten days ago, but his 
condition was. not regarded as serious until 
he developed pneumonia. 

Lady Fildes is lying seriously: ill in the 
house where her husband died, but she knows 
nothing of his death, and ev effort is 
being made to ensure that she -not be 
told of the news. . : 

Though simple in particalars, the story of 
Sir Luke Fildes’s career is one of the most | 
interesting in the annals of British art. 
He was born' at Liverpool on October 18, 
1844. Owing to his father’s untimely death, 
and his mother’s second marriage, the bo 
was brought Bp urider the care of his grand- 
mother at Chester, where his school days 
were spent. Early in their course he showed 
a marked natural talent for drawing, and 
happily it was not only recognised, but 
encouraged. A visit to the great Exhibition 
of 1862 in London fixed his already half- 
formed resolve to ‘devote his life wholly to 
art.. He entered the South Kensington Art 
throwing himself with so much 
assiduity into his work that he soon distanced 
the majority of his fellow-students. In Octo- 
ber, 1863, he won a £50 scholarship, and in 
the year succeeding won a prize of the same 
value. . 

The finish and originality of his black and 
white drawings attracted the attention of 
several prominent art critics, among them 
Mr. W. i, Thomas, founder of the GrapAic, 


portant commissions as an illustrator of books 
and periodicals. But, feeling that his educa- 
tion was as yet incomplete, he obtained’ ad- 
mission to the Royal Academy Schools, where 
his abilities received still further stimulus. He 
was fortunate enough to fall under the notice 
‘of Sir John: Millais, who had been quick to 
perceive his great promise, and who now 
extended to him a generous friendship. Luke 
Fildes became widely known before long as a, 


successful illustrator: His style was his own, | 


but as it gained in strength and freedom it 
became evident that the artist was gry CÁ 
influenced by the broad later phases of his 
patron’s black and white manner. é 
IN TOUGH WITH DICKENS. 

When the Graphic was started, in 1869, 
Fildes contributed a sketch — entitled 
‘Casuals ” to the first number, the subject.

hirawelf’ surrounded. He had already been 
introduced by Millais to Charles Dickens, 
who about this time selected him to illustrate 
“The Mystery of Edwin’ Drood,’’ discern- 
ing, it might have been, some touch 
of kinship’ between the artist’s genius and 
‘But the death of the novelist 
brought this peculiarly congenial engagement 
to an end. Fildes had always entertamed a 
sincere admiration, even affection, for Charles 
Dickens, and his personal feelings found full 
expression in the pathetic drawing which he 
contributed .to . the .Graphic—"* ‘lhe Empty 
Chair, Gad’s Hill, June 9, 1870.” It has 
often been remarked by his later critics that 
none knew better what would touch the public 
sentiment, and seldom was his gift more 
strikingly exemplified than in this instance. 
Encouraged. by the success that’ had at- 
tended his efforts as an illustrator, and feeling 


decided to become a painter in oils. In 
taking this course, he was supported by the 
advice of Sir John Millais, who thereupon 
assisted him in making choice between two 
subjects upon which he had reg! expended 
infinite thought. “He devoted all his intellec- 
tual strength to the composition of his first 
important: work, with the result that ‘' Fair 
Quiet, and Sweet Rest’ was hung on the 
line at the Royal: Academy. Exhibition of 
1872 in the centre: of one of the walls. It 
was an unprecedented triumph for a young 
man of 27, who at the time was unacquainted 
with any of the Academicians' save Millais. 
In 1874 his second subject, ‘‘ The Casual 
Ward ” (now je the Royal Holloway College 
at Egham) wag exhibited. The picture estab- 
lished the artist's fame. All London flocked 
to see the painting of the year, which had to 
be protected by a railing and a guard of 
policemen. . : . 
VENETIAN PERIOD. 

The artist then broke fresh ground. Towards 
the close of 1874 he visited Venice for the 
first time, there finding unexpected sources of 
inspiration in its picturesque life and ex- 
hilarating colour, . The Venetian pictures’ 
which he continued to produce for several 
years cauglit the fancy of all art lovers, 
abounding as taey did in masterly brush 
work, as. well as in rich and firm colour. But 
Luke Fildes was essentially a painter of senti- 
ment, and he soon returned to his original 
métier. , ‘The Widower’’ appeared in the 
Royal Academy of 1876, and achieved a suc- 
cess at least equal to '' The Casuals.’’ There 
is rio doubt that the picture secured his elec- 
tion in 1879 as A.R.A., for he showed nothing 
in 1878. In 1879 he exhibited “ The Return 
of the Penitent,’’ a work which excited uni- 


versal attentior, its high qualities of in- 
vention, observation an as ane 1 re- 
ceiving unstinted praise. ‘‘ The Village 


Wedding,” in the Academy of 1883, proved 
that he could paint happiness as well as 
misery—the life of the countryside as well as 
the life of the town. . 

A still more widely-known work appeared 
in 1891. ‘‘ The Doctor” (now in the Tate 
ery) was a long time in preparation. ve 
are told that the artist had the interior of a 
cottage erected in his studio, one side 
of which it filled, and that it was 
from thence the light and shade cf 
picture was composed, Like most of 
the artist’s other important works, the pic- 
ture was published in the form of engravings, 
and won for .him world-wide renown. The 
canvas once seen could never be forgotten; 
one writer said that it was ‘‘ recognised by 
the medical profession as a great and lasting 
compliment to the whole body.” - 

HIS FIRST PORTRAIT. 

la the year 1887, that in which he was 
elected an Academician, Luke Fildes painted 
his first portrait. Its subject was his wife. 
The characteristic grace and finish of the 
work’ created a sensation, the result being. 
that the new limner at once became the 
fashion. Commissions now began to pour in 
rapidly, and he sent no less than five (female) 
portraits to the Academy of 1892. It was not 
until 1893 that he exhibited ‘his first man’s, 
portrait, a presentation picture, the sitter for 
which was Afr. G. B. Wieland, the then re- 
tiring secretary of the North British Railway. 
In the course of the same year he was com- 
missioned by the proprietors of the Graphic 
to paint the portraits of the Duke and 
Siethine of York (their: present Majesties), 
whose engagement had just been announced. 
The occasion was notable, since for many 
years no English artist had been permitted to 
paint single portraits of Koyalty, and also on 
account of the fact that the Duke and 
Luchess subsequently accepted the originals 
from the owners of the Graphic. 

A still nobler artistic accomplishment was 
the. portrait of the Princess of Wales (Queen 
Aiexandra), begun and completed at Marl- 
bcrough House. It appeared, by Royal per- 
mission, as a coloured supplement to the 
Christmas number of the Graphic in 1893, 
and aroused an enthusiasm which secured an 
enormous circulation for that journal. The 
artist also painted a posthumous portrait of 
the Duke of Clarence as a wedding gift to. 
the: Duke of York from the officers of the 
10th: Hussars, the regiment to which the late 
Duke belonged. uring succeeding years 
very many other portraits of eminent men and 
fair women proceeded from the studio in Mel- 
bury road, Holland Park. Nearly all ere 
distinguished: by the qualities of solidity} 
strength and insight which stamped the od 
ter's work, alike in his earlier and later 
periods, To that belonged his Coronation 
nortraits of King Edward VII. and Queen 
Alexandra, painted in 1902 and 1905, and ex- 
hibited at the’ Academy exhibitions of these 
years. 3

Majesty, King George V., which lacked little 
of his ald vigour and decision of touch. It 
may truly be said of Sir Luke Fildes that no 
artist of his time, British or foreign, acquired 
and retained a wider popularity Excelling 
as a painter of the people of his own day, his 
enius was not distantly akin to that of Sir, 

avid Wilkie, while as a-painter of sentiment, 
like Sir Hubert. von Herkomer, he was 
equalled by few and unsurpassed by none *

REVIVAL. 


2,773 COMPBHTITORS AT 
FESTIVAL.

: FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
The Belfast musical competitions were con- 


cluded on Saturday, when the prize-winners’ 
concerts were held inthe afternoon andev ng, 


the large hall of the Assembly Bui, .ngs } 


being crowded on both accasions. Quite a 
number of distinctions went to Dublin and 
other parts of the Free State during the 
week’s festival; but only a few of the 
Southern competitors were able to be present 
at the concert. The Misses Forsyth and 
Spratt, of Dublin, winners of the Senior Vocal 
Duet, sang Purcell’s “ Lost is my quiet’? with 
charm, and Mr. John C. Flood, of Dundalk, 
who won the Tenor Solo and the Rosebowl 
competitions, was most “tordially received. 
Mr. Plunket-Greene, who adjudicated in the 
solo classes, praised Mr. Flood’s singing. and 
commented on the beauty of his voice. Miss 
Sheila K. M. Deeney, a former pupil of the 
Rathfarnham Convent and a ublin Feis 
Ceoil prize-winner who now resides at Lurgan, 
captured the 'Cello Cup, and her performance 
on Saturday night gave much pleasure. 
Another Dublin young lady, Miss DeenaG. Brett, 
who wén the Cup for accompanying a song 
and a violin piece at sight, soared far above 
her rivals in an excellent class, gaining 13 
marks more than the lady who was placed 
second. She also won the studied accompani- 
ment, the adjudicator saying that it was as fine 
a piece of work as he had heard for a very 
long time. 
STEAM WHISTLE SOPRANOS, . 

This year there was a total of 918 entries, 
comprising 2,773 competitors; but the great 
increase in numbers was principally due to a 
section for elocution and verse-speasii?%—a 
recent venture—m which the entries were 
249, comprising 568 contestants. Many of the 
vocal Classes were Siesp pene, h in 
numbers and quality. eferring to the 
sopranos, with an entry of nine, Mr. Plunket 
Greene, commenting on their performance, 
said that if a woman sang her top A’s and 
A flats away up in her voice it sounded like 
a mixture of the scratching of a slate-pencil 
and the whistle of a steam engine.

Britain and the Soviet. 


The Russian reply to the Note which 
was sent to Moscow by the British Govern- 


ment last week was received in London 


yesterday. It is a wordy document, 
drafted with evident care; but, unfor- 
tunately; it leaves matters virtually where 
it found them. The British Note made 
certain charges against the Soviet, citing 
instances in which the letter and the spirit 
of the Anglo-Russian trade agreement had 
been broken by the Moscow Government, 
and threatening a rupture of diplomatic 
relations. Russia’s reply is an ingenious 
essay in the art of tu quoque. Not only 
does it deny the British charges, but - it 
accuses His Majesty’s Government of 
having failed to observe the agreement, 
and gives a catalogue of Ministerial utter- 
ances in Great Britain in support of its 
contention that Russian Ministers are not 
the only culprits in recrimination, With 
M,  Litvinoff, whose 
signature is appended to the Note, quibbles 
over the terms of the trade agreement. 
It- contained no embargo, he declarés, on 
freedom of speech either in Britain or in 
Russia, and furthermore, it contained no 
clause that could be interpreted as an 
estoppel of Bolshevist activity in non- 
British countries. Consequently, suggests 
M. Litvinoff, the Bolsheviks are perfectly 
within their rights in abusing British 
Ministers to their hearts’ content, and in 
doing as they please in China. In regard 
to the threatened breach of relations, the 
Russian Note is rather vague. It indi- 
cates clearly that the Soviet Government 
desires no such rupture, affirming that 
Russia’s one ambition is to live in peace 
and amity with the British. people... If, 
however, it says in effect, the present. 
British Government wants a breach, it can 
have it, but must accept sole responsibility 
for the consequences. | 3 

M. Litvinoff clearly anticipates a long) 
wrangle by telegraph, such as that which 
was conducted sonmre years ago by the late 
Marquis Curzon and M. Tchitcherin. 
There is no finality about his Note, and 
the problem of the next step will present 
certain difficulties to the British Foreign 
Office. Although the Russian Minister 
refuses to admit the justice of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s charges, however, he is 
careful to leave a loop-hole through which 
a deadlock may be averted. He indicates 
that the Soviet Government. will be pre- 
pared to investigate specific cases in which 
its agents are alleged to have been guilty 
of breach of faith, but insists that they 
shall be formulated clearly, and that the 
Russian Government shall be met on 
terms of complete equality in an at- 
mosphere that shall be free of threats. 
The Note is so iconclus:ve that many 
supporters oí the British Government are 
calling already for a rupture of relations, 
or, at least, for the conouncement of the 
trade agreement. Strong pressure un- 
doubtedly will be brought to bear on Mr. 
Baldwin to carry out the threat of Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s note; but we may 
be quite certain that the Prime Minister 
will not allow himself to be rtished into 
any precipitate action. Trade relations 
with Russia are necessary, if there is to 
be an industrial revival in Britain. “The 
declaration of an economic ‘boycott—for 
that is what the cancellation of the trade 
agreement would mean—would do no good 


| tc, anybody, and might do. infinite harm. 


The only people whom it would please 
would be the Bolshevist extremists in 
Russia, who would haveYan excellent 
excuse for the prosecution of their anti- 
British propaganda. 

The British and the Russian Govern- 
ments are in agreement on one point.

Unhappily, while old enemies are 
forgetting their secular animosities and 
striving to build a new and better Europe 
on the ruins of the war, Russia remains 
outside the pale, sullen, resentful and 
burning with the fires of hate. Until her 
regeneration is complete there can be no 
real peace in Europe ; for, with her popula- 
tion of nearly 145,000,000 souls, Russia is 
destined to play an important part in the 
world of the future. For the moment 
Bolshevism is in the saddle, and while 
Russia groans under that pest little can 
be done. A country like Russia, however, 
will not tolerate such a tyranny for ever, 
and the day: is coming when the Lenins 
and the Litvinoffs, like the Robespierres 
and Marats in France, will be no more 
than unhappy memories. In the mean- 
while, unfortunately, Bolshevism is an 
ugly fact; but it is Russia's affliction 
rather than her fault. 


How the Poor Live. 


The Medical Officer of Health for the 
London County Council has issued a 
Report on Common Lodging-Houses and 
Kindred Institutions which throws light 
upon the life of the poor in the 
metropolis. Among the “sights’’ which 
visitors to London insist on taking into 
their survey is the Embankment at night. 
Here—but a few hundred yards from the 
Houses of Parliament, where the legis- 
lators of Empire are in session, and under 
the lights of hotels of Babylonian 
splendour—hundreds of unhappy beings 
take their night’s rest upon the public 


| benches. ” Gentle and common, good and 


bad, whom the world has cast aside as 
failures, muffle themselves in threadbare 
garments and snatch a brief oblivion. 
This is but a glimpse of the cost of civilisa- 
tion. The Medical Officer’s Report carries 
the view farther, and shows how multi- 
tudes dwell in common lodging-houses 
from night to night. Strangely mixed are 
the. classes that are levelled by the night's 
misery. At the lower levels are the 
destitute, the mentally deficient, the 
morally and physically degraded. At the 
upper levels decent working folk 
“temporarily stranded.”” Mixed among 
these is “a third group—the usual motley 
collection of men who, through vice, ill- 
health or misfortune of some kind, drift 
ultimately into the common Iodging-house 
life—e.q., journalists, doctors, lawyers, 
musicians, soldiers, sailors, etc.” Perhaps, 
the most melancholy aspect of this 
life is found in its permanently un- 
settling effects. ‘Whatever the ante- 
cedent social and personal circum- 
stances may be in any individual 
case, there is no doubt that the habitud 
of the common lodging-house ultimately 
becomes entirely unfitted for the com- 
plexities and responsibilities involved in 
the management of the ordinary domestic 
ménage.’’ It is comforting to learn, how- 
ever, that a steady measure of progress 
towards the reduction of the common 


are 


lodging-house population is observed. The 
proportions of the classes making up this 
army -of unhappiness remains constant, 
but “there is ample evidence that their 
total numbers are slowly, but steadily, 
decreasing.”” Terrible as is the darker 
side of the Medical Officer’s Report, 
wherein he describes the vice that crushes 
a considerable proportion of poorer women 
into these unhomely homes, there are 
strains of grace in human nature that 
redeem the picture from utter blackness. 
The Medical Officer is able to speak .of 
“the very. real and widespread instinct in 
the ordinary man and woman to protect 
the innocence of youth;’’ and he reminds 
us that, after all, the worst evils of man’s 
inhumanity than “are abnormal.”’ 
When we survey with horror the slums 
of London or Dublin, we do well also to 
recall the unseen and heroic virtues that 
labour for the alleviation of these evils, 
and to take heart again.

A Victorian Artist. 


One of the last, who also was one of 
the truest, of the Victorians has died in 
the person of Sir Luke Fildes. In days 
of ‘‘ futuristic’’ art, it is not easy to 
conceive the excited interest which was 
aroused by the homely pictures that made 
Fildes’s fame. He was born in 1844, and 
his successes belong to a distant time. 
Even to-day, however, his picture, “ The 
Doctor,” is reprinted again and again, 
and may be seen in hundreds of thou- 
sands of humble homes. Fildes has the 
gifts of no mean artist. He conld use 
colour with charm, and he was a finished 
craftsman. He was admired, however, 
because he could tell a simple story with 
the brush. There was little or no creative 
merit in a strictly commonplace and 
realistic interior like that depicted in his 
most. famous picture. A well-posed photo- 
graph would have served the turn equally 
well. The fevered child, the benevolent 
physician, were posed, as in a dramatic 
téh@au, reproducing a situation that had 
wrung the hearts of all parents. Would 
the infant live ?—that was a problem full 
of familiar pathos. It is easy to think 
scornfully of the Victorian art which thus 
lavished the training of the schools on 
appeals to sentiment, and ignored the 
glories of the Heavens and the sensuous 
wonders of the earth—an art that reduced

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| the brush to the offices of the cheap Press. 


An age, however, that ignores the same 
splendours for grotesque and inhuman 
chaos is ill-fitted to sit in judgment. 
Fildes at least knew that the heart of 
man must be the centre of a true art. 
The greatest works of the imagination, 
from. the frieze upon the Parthenon to the 
dream land visions of Turner, always, 
like Sir Luke Fildes, have told a story.

while a relieved policeman says: “Drive 
on. I never heard of those saints.’’ 
Despite ridicule, the Minister of the 
Interior declares that he is resolved to 
enforce the law, and that he will order 
“‘ swearing raids ' by detectives. Prisons 
in Ireland would be uncomfortably full 
if Mr. Kevin O’Higgins were to copy M. 
Scitavszky. The familiarity. of the Irish 
tongue with holy names is wholly exces- 
sive. Moreover, despite the lurid. diction 
of Dublin tenements and Western shebeens, 
as represented on the stage of the Abbey 
Theatre, strong language.as practised in 
Ireland is lamentably monotonous. In 
former times expletives garnished speech 
with colour and romance and lost half 
their viciousness thereby. He who picks 


his words is not guilty of the irreverence. 


of him who lards his Janguage idly with 
appeals to Heaven. If men were asked to 
give reason for their expletives, their 


speech speedily would grow sober. The 
strong language of old plays differed from 
vulgar profanity. It might be reprehen- 
sible, but it was not meaningless. ‘‘ No, 
by. Saint Patrick!" cried Hamlet, when 
the talk was of the Ghost, and his exclama- 
tion—as an Irish scholar has shown—was 
in no way fortuitous, but linked the 
apparition in the mind of his hearers with 
the medisval traditions of Lough Derg. 
Profanity has robbed speech of emphasis. 
When all is violent, nothing is strong.

A VALENCIAN FESTIVAL. 


(BY E. ALLISON PEERS.) 

Nearly everyone in Spain seems to be called 
Pepe. The derivation of that affectionate 
diminutive suggests the Italian Giuseppe 
rather than the Spanish José, but it goes 
back. to days when the form. was ‘‘ Josep, 
and every little Spanish Joseph is known as 
Pepe and nothing else. So, go through any 
Spanish town on March 19th, and you will 
see get cooks’ boys in white aprons hurry- 
ing in all directions to the houses of rich 
little Josephs, bearing gorgeous iced cakes 
for their name-day presents, while poor little 
Josephs, equally numerous, are in evidence 
themselves, but are partaking of humbler 
sweetmeats, of which Spain manufactures so 
many, at the street corners. 

It is in Valencia, of the great Spanish 
cities, that the most extensive celebrations of 
St. Joseph’s Day take place. Perhaps, this 
is partly due to the summer-like Valencian 
climate. ‘‘ The winter has gone; for Marchis 
about to come in,” says the oldest of Spanish 
epics, Afio Cid, and after nine hundred years 
that weather report is still annually true. 
Lulled by the calm, ever-blue Mediterranean, 
the east coast of Spain has a gentleness which 
to countries farther north is unknown. . It is 
orange-land—jasmine-land, one might add, 
and acacia-land. A frost in such a region 1s 
a calamity, an absence of sun unknown; and 
the first local strawberries are ready by the 
middle of March, when Valencia keeps the 
feast of St. Joseph. 

THE CARPENTERS’ GUILD. 

The ‘‘fires of St, Joseph’’—a_ peculiarly 
Valencian institution—are said to have been 
taken over from the Moors, who ruled in the 
city for over four hundred years, and were 
adapted in Christian times by a medieval 

uild of carpenters, which naturally took St. 
Soacih as its patron. The custom of mem- 
bers of the puild was to work for long hours, 
and well into the night, ‘during the autumn 
and winter—or from St. Michael to St. 
Joseph—and on the eve of the latter day for 
the apprentices to invade the workshops, 
appropriate any unwanted pieces of wood, 
armfuls of shavings and matting, which 
would be renewed in the next autumn, carry- 
ing their gross takings to some central spot, 
and making a huge bonfire of them to cele- 
braet the end of their long working days and 
the beginning of spring and summer. 

From this to the improvisation of wooden 
figures—‘‘ guys,” as we should say—was but 
a step. Plenty of Valencian Pepes had 
enemies to ridicule, grudges to pay off, and 
good-natured masters who were amused at 
seeing their caricatures in the flames. So the 
fun incwased and the importance of the cele- 
bration grew, till to-day it is not only known 
throughout Spain, but it has acquired a mass 
of folk-lore all its own. 

On the night of March 17th-18th the fires 
(or fallas) are prepared. Most of them look 
hike edifices rather than bonfires, and great 
ingenuity is shown in the making of the 
figures, some of which will even move by 
means. of strings. With the aid of» second- 
hand furniture complete scenes are built up. 
Needless to say, the persona! element is still 
dominant: social and political satire takes a 
notable place, and questions of local politics 
are not forgotten. Such are the conflict 
between bull-fighting and football, and the 
always going-to-be-made direct railway route 
between Valencia and Madrid, which was first 

rojected' more than eighteen years ago, and 
is still being projected—para manana. 

Every effort is used to stimulate the makers 
of follas to a higher pitch of enthusiasm : 
medals, money prizes and even diplomas are 
competed for strenuously. St. Joseph’s fires 
have a large and growing literature; for the 
anonymous /librets, or books. of words, full 
of allusions for the most part unintelligible 
to foreigners, have for over seventy years 
been a feature of the celebrations, and will in 
future years he of the greatest value to 
students of local history and customs. 

THE FIESTA. 

Alas! after a full day and a half of rap- 
turous excitement—the Valencian is as excit- 
able as any Spaniard,. and more so than 
most—comes the culminating moment of the 
fresta. The fifty odd fallas have been visited 
by ‘crowds even larger than those who on 
Maundy Thursday visit the altars. of repose, 
and the contrast between the two écenes may 
be imagined. Now the time has come when 
the falla, a thing unique of its kind, is to 
become nothing more than a common bonfire. 
A pity, says everyone, that so much art 
should be lost. The judges have driven 
solemnly, from one exhibition to another, 
round the city. The books of words have al! 
been sold. Ausiuelos (which are fritters made 
with olive oP are being consumed, as on most 
Spanish holidays, in enormous quantities. 
together with tiny cups of sweet, thick 
chocolate. The midnight of St. Joseph's Day 
is at hand, but no one is abed; for the bonfires 
are about to be lighted. 

At last they are burned out, aad another 
year’s fallas are over. A parable of the 
vanity of human pleasures, do you say’ Then 
you can amplify it with one significant fact. 
No sooner can the once gorgeous pile be said 
to have fairly disappeared and the ashes to 
be '“safe' than the Pepes and Pepitas of 
Valencia, with all their companions, rush to 
the sites of one fallen glory after another. 
—< dance deliriously upon the dééris until

DUKE’S TOUR. 
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VIEWING THE GEYSERS OF 
NEW ZEALAND.

ROTORUA, Sunday. 

Being free from official engagements to-day, 
the Duke and Duchess of York had 
time to see some of the’ wonderful 
natural beauties of Rotorua. The weather 
unfortunately continued unkind, heavy 
rain falling intermittently throughout 
the dgy. Taking advantage of a fine 
spell this morning, however, their 
Royal Highnesses enjoyed a four-mile 
country walk in complete privacy, which 
they obtained by the simple expedient of 
leaving their hotel by the back door, thus 
avoiding the large crowd that had assembled 
at the front entrance. 

This afternoon the thermal wonders of 
Thaka, two miles from Rotorua, provided a 
thrill for the Duke and Duchess, as they 
stood amid the clouds of sulphurous steam, 
watching the hot springs bubbling from the 
ground. They gazed for a long time at the 
pe of boiling mud, known as the Porridge 

ot, and sat for half an hour im the rain 
on. a wooden seat watching the farifous 
Pohutu geysers shooting a hundred feet up 
to the sky, to the accompaniment of un- 
canny subterranean roarings. 

A big crowd, including many Maoris, fol- 
lowed their Royal Highnesses along the nar- 
row path, scrambling wildly over the rocks 
and scrub in their eagerness to see the Royal 
visitors, who were conducted by a native 
woman guide in full native dress. She was 
Bella, the sister of the famous Wembley 
ne. Maggie. Sir Maui Pomare, the 
Minister for the Native Race, also accom- 
panied the Duke and Duchess, and showed 
them over a model village. 

Later, their Royal Highnesses went to see 
the Fairy Springs, whose cool waters teem 
with trout, which fed from their hands. 

To-night the Duke and Duchess attended 
Evening Service at the Maori Church, which 
was crowded with natives. The Service 
was conducted in English and Maori by a 
native clergyman. | }

The arrival of the Megantic at Shanghai 
has been hailed with a sigh of relief in 
Government circles; for the situation 
there has become more serious with every 
successive day, and additional troops were 
a vital necessity. If all goes well, there 
will be some fifteen thousand troops: to 
guard the Concessions by the end of this 
week, when anxiety will disappear ; for i; 
is thought that such a number will be 
ample to guard against all possible con- 
tingencies. These troops are to be used 
for defensive purposes only, and, though 
circumstances may compel them to take 
up strategic positions outside the strict 
limitations of the Concessions, this wil! 
not mean an advance, but merely a pre. 
caution. In the course of a few hours 
we probably shall know what the advancing 
Chinese forces intend to do. They’ may 
fight for the possession of Shanghai, or 
they may coalesce and occupy the city 
without a struggle. In any event, the 
international troops will not interfere 
unless the outer defences of the Shanghai 
Concessions are attacked by either side, 
or by both. Such an attack, however, is 
thought to be unlikely in the circum. 
stances. The Chinese leaders know tha! 
they would gain little by any such move- 
ment, realising that the international 
troops are well disciplined and armed. 


The Week in Parliament. 


The coming week in the House of 
Commons will be a quiet one; for the 
business before Parliament is not of very 

reat importance. To-morrow is to be 

evoted to a discussion on the Civil and 
Revenue Department’s vote on account. 
followed by a debate on the Washington 
Hours Convention, of much interest to 
the Labour Party. On Tuesday a number 
of minor measures will be advanced a 
stage, whilé Wednesday will see debates on 
the Forestry Bill and the Government of 
India Bill, which relates to the Indian 
Navy. Thursday will be devoted to esti- 
mates again, while on Friday the Money- 
lenders Bill, based on the measure intro 
duced in the House of Lords by Lord 
Carson, will be debated. The only matter 
likely to create excitement is a debate on 
the Government’s Note to Russia and the 
Soviet reply. The Opposition will make 
the most of the occasion, and it is not im- 
probable that a section of the Conserva. 
tive Party will express its opinion rathex 
forcibly. 


The New Prayer Book. 


It is unlikely that the revised Praver 
Book will ever reach the National 
Assembly, much less the House of 
Commons; for Protestants and Anglo 
Catholics may go into the lobbies of 
Convocation together with the idea of 
rejecting the work of so many years. Tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury has been inter. 
viewing lenders of both parties at 
Lambeth Palace auring the week, but i 
is understood that he had been unable 
to secure any concessions up to yesterday. 
One representative absolutely refused to 
abate opposition, while another regretted 
that he was unable to speak for his party, 
since he had not been given authority to 
do so. Should the revised Prayer Book 
be rejected; it will be a great blow to the 
aged Primate, who for: the past twent: 
years has taken a keen interest in the 
revision, devoting a great part of his time 
to the work. The acceptance would have 
been the crowning point of his episcopate

TEXT OF THE 

The Note by the Soviet Government, 
signed by M. Litvinoff, in reply to the 
British Note, was handed to the British 
(hargé d’ Affaires ad interim, Mr. Peters, 
to-day. It says:— 

Sir,—The Soviet Chargé d’Affatres ad 
nterim in Great Britain has transmitted 
to me telegraphically the Note signed by 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, the Foreign Sec- 
etary, which was handed to him on the 
23rd: inst., and published on the same day 
in the British Press. | 

The Note begins by stating the quite un- 
questionable fact of the existing unsatis- 
factory relations between Soviet Russia 
and Great Britain. The unsatisfactory 
character of these relations Sir Austen 
Chamberlain attempts to explain in his 
Note, as he so often did in public speeches 
in Parliament and outside, by alleged in- 
fringements on the part of the Soviet 
(;overnment of obligations undertaken re- 
varding Great Britain in the domain of 
propaganda. The Note cites textually the 
icreement signed by the Soviet Govern- 
ment on June 4, 1923, to the effect that 
the Soviet Government undertakes not to 
support with funds, or in any other form, 
persons, or bodies, or agencies, or institu- 
tions whose aim is to spread discontent 
or foment rebellion in any part of the 
British Empire, and to impress upon its 
oficers and officials the’ full and con- 
tinuous observance of these conditions. 


DEFINITE INSTANCES WANTED. 

During the three and a halí years which 
have elapsed since the signing of the said 
agreement the British Government has re- 
peatedly. addressed to the Soviet Govern- 
ment, directly and through public state- 
ments, reproaches of alleged infringe- 
ments of the said agreement. Rejecting 
these charges, the Soviet Government has 
lways: demanded that they should be 
ased on some definite instances. 

[In violation of the obligation under- 
taken in the same year, 1923, on behalf of 


the British Government by Lord.Curzon, 


the then Foreign Secretary, immediately

“ refrain from hostile actions or undertak- 
ings against the other party, and from 
conducting outside its own borders any 
official propaganda, direct or indirect, 
against the institutions of the British 
Empire or the Russian Soviet Republic.” 
To bring published or verbal utterances 
made within Soviet Russia within the 
scope of the agreement of 1923, or the 
agreement of 1921, is an arbitrary exten- 
sion of the limits of these agreements. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD QUOTED. 

I can produce numerous examples of the 
wide use and, unfortunately, the most im- 
moderate abuse of the right to engage in 
propaganda: within Great Britain against 
the Soviet Government by members of the 
British Government. I will strictly limit 
myself to butea few examples. In his 
speech at Watford on June 20th, Lord 
Birkenhead, Secretary of State for India, 
referred to the Soviet Government as “a 
gang of assassins and robbers.’ (The 
Morning Post, June 22nd, 1925. ) 

At a Conservative meeting at Tunbridge 
Wells, Mr. Churchill, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, attacking the British 
Socialists, declared: ‘‘ Behind all this 
sinister and unwholesome movement stood 
the dark power of Moscow.’ There we had 
what we had never before, a band of cos- 
mopolitan conspirators, gathered from the 
underworld of the great cities of Europe 
and America in despotic possession of the 
still great resources of what was once 8 
mighty and famous Empire, Russia.”’ 
(Morning Post, November 30th, 1925.) 

At Bolton, Mr. Churchill spoke of the 
Soviet Government as ‘ dark conspirators 
in the Kremlin in Moscow.” (Daily 
Tclegraph, June 22nd, 1926.) 

Similar attacks can be found in the 
utterances of Mr. Amery, the Colonial 
Secretary; Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary 
for Air; Sir Laming Worthington Evans, 
Secretary for War, and others, not to 
mefition their supporters in the Conserva- 
tive Party, such as Mr. A. T. Cook, who, 
at the Conservative conference at Scar- 
borough on October 7th, 1926, called the 
Soviet Government “a group of interna- 
tional murderers ’’ (Morning Post, October 
8th, 1926); Commander Locker Lampson, 
Sir William Davison, and others. 

Still sharper-attacks against the Soviet 
Union abound in the Press of the ruling 
Conservative Party every day abusing 
Soviet institutions, the Soviet Government 
and its representatives in London, and 
spreading incredible and fantastic lies 
about the Soviet Union. 


A COMPARISON. 


It must at the same time be observed 
that the British representatives in Moscow 
are enjoying the same _ diplomatic 
privileges as the representatives of other 
countries, and have never been subjected to 
insults or abuse on the part of the Soviet 
Press as were the representatives of the 
Soviet Government in London on the part 
of the British Conservative Press. It is 
impossible to find either in the Soviet 
Press generally or from the articles and 
speeches to which the British Government 
refers in its Note, any sharp attacks 
against Great Britain similar to those 
mentioned above. 

It is impossible to regard as anti-British 
propaganda such things as an analysis or 
estimate of the foreign policy of the British 
Government and its attitude towards the 
Soviet Union, or arguments by the prin- 
cipal leaders about the inevitability of 
world revolution and the importance of 
the national revolutionary movement in 
the East, still less the ideas expressed by 
the People’s Commissary of Public Health 
concerning the significance of physical 
culture from the view-point of the 
revolutionary’ Labour movement or the 
appointment of Kameneff as Ambassador 
to Italy, which has nothing to do with

REPORT OF NORTHERN 
- COMMITTEE, > 


(By a LEGAL ConresPonvent.) 
: (L) 
Law Amendment Com- 


The Bankruptcy 
mittee, 
Government of Northern Ireland on the 


15th September, 1926, issues its report to- 


day. It was appointed to consider and. 
report what amendments in bankruptcy 


law, as it applies to Northern Ireland; 


experience showed to be desirable. 

The report first sets out the present 
legislative position, pointing out that the 
law of bankruptcy in Ireland is contained 
for the most part in the Irish Bankruptcy 
and Insolvent Act, 1857, as amended 
by the Bankruptcy (Ireland Amend- 
ment Act, 1872, and showing that, 
apart from modifications provided for by 
the Preferential Payments in Bankruptcy 
(Ireland) Act, 1889, this code has not been 
modernised in any matter of importance 
during the succeeding years. The report 
then refers to certain amendments in the 
law wisich have taken place in England, 
notably the statutes which revised and 
consolidated the law in 1913 and 1914, and 
the Bankruptcy (Amendment) Act of 1926, 
and indicates that the Committee is unani- 
mously of opinion that a comprehensive 
scheme of consolidation by re-enactment 
on the lines of the Bankruptcy Act, 1914, 
in England, should be undertaken without 
delay. Having regard, however, to the 
magnitude of such a task and to the time 
which must necessarily elapse before it 
could be satisfactorily completed, they 
make certain recommendations for the 
purpose of immediate legislation. 


MACHINERY OF ADMINISTRATION. 
The Committee state that from the 

evidence adduced before them there 

appeared to be a misapprehension as to the 

possible courses open to insolvents and 

their creditors. To dissipate this mis- 

apprehension they set out the three possible 

courses in such circumstances :— i 

(a) The debtor may carry an arrangement 
with his creditors outside court. 

(b). He may carry an arrangement under 
the control ®f the Court. 

(c) The situation may be met by proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy. 

They do not discuss—as, indeed, they 
were not called upon to do—the situation 
which arises under head (a) as it relates 
to arrangements outside court. 


With regard to head (b) they set out | 


the existing procedure under which a pre- 
liminary meeting of creditors is held, 
followed by a first’ and second sitting 
before the Court, and they discuss this 
procedure in detail with a view to con- 
sidering what improvements in it could be 
suggested. At the first sitting the debtor’s 
proposal is submitted to the creditors, and 
and if three-fifths in number and value 
of the creditors who have proved debts to 
the amount of £10 or over, and who attend 
personally or by proxy at such meeting, 
do not accept such proposal or any 
modification thereof, or, even though such 
majority do accept, the Court thinks the 
proposal not reasonable and proper, the 
matter is turned into bankruptcy. If, on 
the other hand, the proposal is accepted by 
this majority of the creditors and is not 
approved of by the Court, the matter pro- 
ceeds to the second sitting, at which the 
proposal must be accepted by a three-fifths 
majority of the £10 creditors voting, and, 
if so accepted and confirmed by the Court, 
it binds all creditors who were creditors at 
the date of the petition and had notice of 
the proceedings, but it is not a discharge 
of their debts until the composition is 
paid. They draw attention to the follow- 
ing points :— 

(1) It is only at the first sitting that the 

proposal can be modified; the second 
sitting is merely for the purpose. of 
accepting or rejecting the. final 
proposal. 
It is only at the-first sitting that the 
matter can be forthwith turned into 
bankruptcy, because the creditors 
reject the proposal. 

(á) The matter can be, turned into bank- 
ruptcy at any time if it is shown to 
the Court that the -proposal is not 
reasonable and proper, or that the 
debtor has not made full disclosure of 
his debts and credits, estate and effects, 
or for certain other reasons. 

(4) If the proposal carried at the first 
sitting is rejected at the second sitting, 
the Court cannot then on that ground 
turn the matter into bankruptty, and 
any creditor wishing then to pursue 
the matter in bankruptcy must com- 
mence independent proceedings which 
cannot be founded on that rejection, 
as that is not an act of bankruptcy. 

With regard to head (c) they set out 
the usual procedvre by petition, which may 
be presented either by the debtor himself 
or by any creditor or combination of 
creditors to whom the debtor owes £40, 
on such creditor or creditors proving that 
the debtor has committed an act of bank- 
ruptcy within six months from the 
presentation of the petition. 

IRISH AND ENGLISH PRACTICE. 

They apparently consider the difference 
between the Irish practice, with two inde- 
pendent proceedings in arrangement and 
in bankruptcy, and the English practice 
of one petition upon which a receiving 
order is made and a decision subsequently 
arrived at by vote of the creditors as to 
whether a scheme of arrangement should 
be accepted or the matter put into bank- 
ruptcy, and in this respect they do not 


}recommend any change from the existing 
Irish system. They, however, refer to two 


weaknesses which were attributed to the 
existing system :— 

(1) When protection is granted to a 
debtor on a petition for arrangement the 
debtor is, in the ordinary course, left in 
possession of his assets until the first 
sitting before the court, and = witnesses 
before the Commission stated that in many 
cases dishonest debtors used the -interval— 
generally a period of four weeks—to make 
away with valuable portions of their 
estates. Witnesses suggested as a remedy 


that immediately on protection the Official. 


Assignee or some other official of the 
Court. should enter into possession of the 
assets, or at least go to the debtor’s 
premises and take a full inventory 6f the 
assets to ensure that they or their value 


should be forthcoming should the debtor’s 


offer not be accepted. The Committee, 
however, recommend no change in this 
regard, inasmuch as the debtor, after pro- 
tection is grarited, is bound to furnish to 
the Official Assignee weekly accounts of 
his trading until the confirmation by the 
Court of the acceptance of his proposal, 
and, if the Official Assignee is dissatisfied 
with these accounts, or further, if any 
creditor has reason to suspect the honesty 
of the debtor, an application may be made 
to the Court, and the Court will direct the 
Official Assignee to go into possession. ; 

(2) Delay in legal proceedings, especially 
in arrangements, induced certain witnesses 
io suggest a shortening of the interval

SUNGKIANG FIGHTING. 


Frou Our Own CoORRESPOSDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Major-General Duncan, Officer Com- 
manding the British Shanghai defence 
force, arrived here last night on the trans- 
port Megantic, which also carried the Ist 
Battalion of the Bedfordshire and Hert- 
fordshire Regiment and the 2nd Battalion 
of the Border Regiment. The 1st Battalion 
Devonshire Regiment has also arrived. 

To-day the British troops continued the 
work of consolidating their new defence 
positions. Nearly all the troops were em- 
ployed in erecting sandbag barricades for 
machine guns and ar@llery or in the con- 
struction of barbed. wire entanglements 
along the new defence lines. 

These lines are approximately twenty 
miles in length, encircling™the international 
settlement and ranging from one to two 
miles outside the settlement boundaries 
into Chinese territory. The Chinese of 
Shanghai are observing the situation 
stoically, offering no resistance to the in- 
vasion of their territory or to the con- 
struction of defence works outside the 
foreign settlements. | 

The French Concession authorities are 
also rapidly completing barbed wire de- 
fences around their Concession. 


MARSHAL. SUN. 

The political situation in the area ad- 
jacent to the foreign settlements, although 
confused owing to the advent of the Feng- 
tien troops, nevertheless remained calm 
to-day, theré being no serious clashes be- 
tween the different factions. This leads to 
the belief that the local commanders may 
adjust the amalgamation of the Fengtien 
and Sun Chuan Fang troops without 
serious trouble. It is further believed 
that Marshal Sun Chuan Fang will shortly 
retire into private life, leaving Chang 
Tsung Chang in supreme command of the 

thern troops in the Shanghai area. 

Owing to the cutting of telegraph wires 

etween Shanghai and Sungkiang it is im- 
possible to determine the results of the 
‘fighting between the Northerners and the 
(Cantonese in the Sungkiang area. The 
'Northerners are reported to be destroying 

he railways.as they fall back, thus handi- 
capping the Cantonese advance. 


MOBILISING FOR ADVANCE. 

Foreigners arriving from Hankow state 
that the Cantonese are mobilising a 

undred thousand troops in Chekiang Pro- 
vince for an advance on Shanghai, while 
the Northerners now have about fifty 
thousand troops between -Shanghai and 
Sangkiang, with. more. -arriving hourly 
from Nanking. 

he Shanghai labour strike is virtually 
ended. The Post Office has resumed its 
functions, and is delivering a five-day 
acqumulation of letters. 

the Italian destroyer Muggia left Hong 
Kong to-day for Shanghai. 

At the annual meeting of the directors 
of the British Hong Kong-Shanghai Bank 
to-day the Chairman declared that, despite 
the alleged lifting of the anti-British boy- 
cott in Canton, British traders were still 
hantlicapped and obstructed, and business 
was next to impossible. | 

Hp said that business throughout China 
during the past eighteen months had been 
subjected to peculiar and intensely bitter 
attagks, supported by boundless misrepre- 
sentation and calumny, the work of politi- 
cal agitators, who were not concerned with 
the real interests of the Chinese people.

SHANGHAT, Sunday. 

A piquant situation has arisen here by 
the action of General Li Pao Shang, the 
Shanghai Defence Force Commissioner, in 
issuing a proclamation to the effect that 
the Woosung entrance of the Whang Poo, 
which is the only approach to Shanghai 
from the Yangtse delta, will be closed 
from six in the evening until six in the 
morning to all shipping in order to prevent 
a possible attack on Shanghai by the 
Nationalist naval forces. 

A notice of the proclamation was sent 
to the consular body, which has protested. 
Although no other action has been taken 
so far, it is generally recognised that 
General li Pao Shang has a good prima 
facie case, as, in his position as defender 
of Shanghai, he must have some sort of 
examination of shipping entering the 
river; but it is equally well recognised 
that Shanghai's immense shipping, which 
enters and leaves the port as the tides 
dictate, cannot thus be interfered with. 

Tt is generally expected that the matter 
will be settled by an amicable compromise, 
but at present all ships violating the order 
will be subject to a very thorough search 
by the Chinese authorities. 

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The first authentic news of what actually 
happened in Hangchow last week, when 
the Northerners evacuated and the 
Southerners entered, was brought to 
Shanghai yesterday by an eye-witness, a 
Presbyterian missionary. : 

He said that the day before the Southern 
occupation large numbers of Northern 
soldiers demanded money from the 
Chamber of Commeree. The latter, know- 
ing that the Southerners were not far 
away, tried to put off the soldiers with 
promises of money later. The soldiers 
promptly blocked off a section of the city 
a mile square, containing the best shops, 
including silversmiths’. They looted every- 
thing, and then returned to the Chamber 
and asked ;. the latter wanted more loot- 
ing. The Chamber hastily handed over 
forty thousand doulazs. 

The next morning, knowing that the 
Southerners were fast approaching, a corps 
of armed civilians commenced to attack 
and slaughter all the Northern soldiers 
and civilians they could find. They 
hunted them down like rats, and butchered 
them promptly whenever caught. Hun- 
dreds of soldiers were thus killed, and 
also scores of civilians with a Northern 
accent. ; 

The bad treatment they had received 
from the Northerners made the citizens 
welcome the arrival of the Cantonese.

new stand, and were “doing ” the match. 
One of them~has the pulp of his note- 
book, a poor sodden thing, as his sole 
memento of the occasion... Here and there 
on the swollen pages may be traced the 
remains of a name that was writ in water, 
but that is all. The rest is slush. It 
might not have been so bad if one genfle- 


scored, had not decanted the contents of 
a deep-brimmed. billycock hat into the lap 
on which that notebook was reposing; or 
if the notebook itself had not fallen with 
a sickening flop into the nine inches of 
accumulated water in which the occupants 
of the front row were paddling their feet ; 
but, alas! such things did happen; and 
all that one has to be thankful for is that 
he escaped the fate of the Scotsman who 
used a copying .ink pencil, and having 
transferred most of it to his face, left the 
ground looking like an ancient Briton 
after a bath of woad. 


A HOPELESS STRUGGLE. 

At this point it might be well to 
mention that Ireland won the match by 
two tries to nil. The people on our stand 
were engaged during most of the time tn a 
private struggle of their own against a 
team of influenza germs, in which the 
latter scored a hollow victory, although it 
is rumoured that after the Rugby match 
was over Irish and Scotch alike came to 
the rescue. 

Yet, in the intervals of bailing out laps 
and pockets, we saw quite a lot of the 
game. I heard two old gentlemen—those 
of that giant race before the flood—who 
declared that a certain match in eighty- 
something was played in worse conditions ; 
but, frankly, I do not believe it. Nothing 
could have been worse. 

For the first few minutes al] went well. 
Then somebody took a flying header into 
the mud, and the fun began. In. ten 
minutes the forwards were unrecognisable ; 
a quarter. of an hour afterwards the backs 
were in like case, and before half-time the 
only appreciable difference between Irish- 
man and Scot was the accent. Rugby was 
impossible. The ball had all the slipperi- 
ness of a piece of wet soap—and, as the 
Americans say, then some—so the game 
degenerated into a slither, in which only 
a team of Aberdeen-Anguses could have 
hoped to beat Ireland; for “ bullocking *’ 
was the order of the day. 

What a game it might have been if the 
weather had been good! Frank Hewitt 
and George Stephenson played so well in 
the mud that they might have made foot- 
ball history on a dry ground; while on 
the Scottish side the deer-like Ian Smith— 
strongly reminiscent in his style of that 
valiant flyer, John George Will, whom war 
claimed as its victim—gave promise of 
great things. But it was not to be. You 
cannot play Rugby in a bog. 


THE HARDY TOUCH JUDGE. 

One had to admire the kindly feeling of 
the Scottish touch judge, who, with 
amazing hardihood, turned out in a 
lavender suit, sans hat or overcoat. 
Luckily, however, he had a handkerchief 
which he used from time to time to wipe a 
layer of mud from the face of a forward 
in distress. A chisel might have been 
more effective; but that handkerchief will 
be remembered with gratitude by some 
members of the Irish team, and it ought 
to be preserved among the household gods 
of the Rugby Union. One hopes that that 
touch judge did not get pneumonia; but, 
if he did not, he certainly “ asked for it.” 
At any rate, his tailor is sure of a new 
order. | 

The crowd deserves a special. tribute. 
One can understand that those who paid 
ten shillings were determined to have their 
money’s worth, even if it amounted only 
to a bed in a Dublin hospital with a sport- 
ing chance of a funeral; but how the rest 
of the spectators stuck it out must remain 
a mystery. It was probably the biggest 
crowd that ever attended a Rugby match 
in Ireland. Contingents had come from 
all parts of the country as well as from 
Scotland, and a large number of the 
Scottish visitors came as they stood for 
the day, without any change of clething. 
Yet they remained until the bitter end, 
drinched, perished and dirty, but cheerful 
to the last.

RAILWAY COLLISION 
AT PENISTONE. . 


THIRTY-EIGHT PERSONS 
INJURED. 
ee 


Thirty-eight persons were injured in a 
railway accident at. Penistone, Yorkshire, 
last night, when éhe Manchester to 
London express train crashed into a light 
engine which was coming from a turn- 
table to the London, Midland and Scottish 
line. The engine had to cross the main 
line, The express train was due to pass 
Penistone at 6.24. 

When about the centre of Penistone 
platform the driver noticed a light engine 
in front, and immediately jammed on the 
brakes. .This prompt action undoubtedly 
prevented a serious accident. The two 
engines, however, met head-on.. The 
Prince George, attached to the express, 
snapped the draw-rod and tubing of the 
automatic brake, This train came to a 
standstill 600 yards further down the line, 
and only the front bogey of the first coach 
left the metals. The engine went forward, 
with the light engine in ftont. 

The driver of the light engine, Alfred 
Clay, of Lowmoor, Huddersfield, was in- 
jured on the face, arm and legs, and was 
taken to Huddersfield Infirmary. The 
fireman, Snowden, jumped clear. The 
driver of the express, W. Yeomans, and 
his fireman, H. F. ubey, both of Gorton, 
escaped injury. - 

A special train was made up at Peni- 
stone, and the passengers and the injured 
were taken forward to Sheffield. 

Parts of the engine were scattered about 
the line, but, apart from broken windows, 
very little damage was done to the coaches. 


40 MILES AN HOUR. 

A Sheffield message states that the 
majority of the injured were but slightly 
hurt. 

The express was travelling at a speed of 
about forty miles an hour at the time of 
the collision. Immediately after the im- 
pact the couplings between -the locomotive 
and the first carriage broke. “The two loco- 
motives became locked, and were badly 
smashed. Their drivers had remarkable 
escapes from death. 

The scene of the accident is notoriously 
dangerous,~ several accidents having 
occurred there. 

The passengers remained remarkably 
cool. Ambulance men and doctors were 
quickly on the spot, and the injured were 
taken in ordinary trains to Sheffield, 
Huddersfield, and Manchester.

MYSTERY OF THE REVOLUTION. 
WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

The internal situation in Chile is puzzling 
American political observers, as well as the 
representatives here of the South American 
States. Lack of authoritative. information as 
to what is going on behind the scenes is in- 
creasing curiosity. The Chilean Embassy de- 
clares that it has no despatches concerning a 
political upheaval, and the Ambassador de- 
clines to make any comments. 

United States. State Department officials 
likewise refuse to comment on the situation. 

Observers in close téuch with Chile’s in- 
ternal affairs, however, believe that the sup- 
posed attempt of General Ibanez to stamp 
out Communism is merely a cloak for placing 
the Government under military control. It is 
pointed out that Senor Vicuna, the former 
Premier, and others among the deported politi- 
cal leaders, are known to be violently. hostile 
to Communism, but some of them are also 
known to oppose government by soldiers. 

It, is generally conceded that General Ibanez 
is not seeking to advance any petty personal 
ambitions in assuming a dictatorship, and ob- 
servers appear to think that his vigorous 
policy is calculated to assure that the military 
Government will be inspired by a sincere de- 
sire for the good of Chile. The first two Pre- 
sidents of the Republic were soldiers, but this 
was due to conditions immediately after the 
revolution. For a hundred vears since Chile 
has been governed by the civil power, with 
the Army and Navy in the background, It 
is thought, however, that General Ibanez and 
his followers seek to place the military in 
power, believing thet this will assure a 
stronger Government.—(Reuter. )

AND DRESS. 


“ RUINOUS ADVERSE 
TRADE BALANCE,” 


Grave condemnation of the widespread | 
prevalence of intemperance, dancing, im- 
modesty in women’s dress, and evil 
literature is contained in the Lenten 


-Pastorals of the Roman Catholic bishops, 


which were read in the churches through- 
out Ireland yesterday. ‘ 

‘The pernicious habit of betting is far 
too widespread,’’ says Cardinal O'Donnell, 
and he adds that work of the simple life, 
a constant effort to do the manly part 
for one’s neighbour and for self, wil) help 
to make Ireland the country it should be. 
Dr. Gilmartin and Dr. Byrne express 
satisfaction with the remedies proposed for 
dealing with evil literature, while Dr. 
Downey puts the “ profiteer’’ on a par 
with the usurer. 

The Bishop of Waterford strongly 
condemns the craze for pleasure and enjoy- 
ment. “The lawful owner is in. diffi- 
culties, sometimes in poverty,” he writes, 
while his debtor is living in ease and 
enjoyment, Canon law is quoted by Dr. 
Finegan to show that criminals like armed 
bank robbers, who do not repent, cannot 
receive Christian burial. He also urges 
hard work and more production as the 
only means of reducing our ‘ruinous 
adverse trade balance.’’ 


CARDINAL O'DONNELL. 


“ THE PUBLIC GOOD AT 
STAKE.” á 


“First of all, the exercise of parental 
control, in the Christian spirit, is the. 
need of the day. The father of a family 
should keep his own soul right if he is to 
be the worthy head of a Christian home. 
It is not fidelity to Christ the King, it is 
want of fidelity to Him, that leaves the 
head of a household so careless of duty as 
to allow the home to be infected with the 
pestilence of evil literature, or the young 
people to frequent dangerous companion- 
ship, dangerous amusements or dangerous 
exhibitions. ’’ 

“In the household,”’ His Eminence adds; 
‘the ways of paren.s with their children. 
should follow the wavs of God the Father 
in dealing with us all. It is not enough 
for them to guard against drink or swear- 
ing or backbiting in the home, The per- 
niclous habit of betting is far too wide- 
spread in town and country; and the 
parent who indulges in it, along with much 
besides, is sure to set an example of 
gambling before the young and to put a 
strong temptation in their way to find 
money, ‘honestly or dishonestly, to gratify 
tle gambling passion. The victims of 
betting, alas! are far too many, even in 
rural districts.’’ | 

THE SIMPLE LIFE. 

"" Nor can there be any doubt that self- 
denial is essential for the training that 
will raise us up as a people. Not an easy 
life. but the simple life; not idleness, but 
work; not a round of .pleasure in sport 
and pictures and dances, but a constant 
effort to do a manly part im life, for God, 
for the neighbour, and for self, will help 
to make Ireland the country it should he. 
Amusement has its place and recreation is 
necessary, but too much pleasure-seeking 
spoils the young, squanders youthful 
energres, and puts selfishness in place of 
service. ”' 

‘Tt is right that the public authority 
should be interested in protecting the 
population from the danger of intemper- 
ance and from the poison of evil litera: . 
ture. The public good 1s at stake, just as 
the well-being of the family is at stake 
and the welfare, spiritual and temporal, 
of the individual. Sunday is the Lord's 
day, and the Commandments in the 
Catechism bid us to sanctify it—that is, 
to keep it holy. It is a day of adoration 
and prayer and rest, and legitnmate re- 
creation belongs to it. But it is not a 
day for drink, and, without going back 
to the strictness of ancient ES Ire- 
land, we may well hope the e will 
come when some week-day can be selected 
for great public contests.”

TRAFFIC IN VILE LITERATURE. 


“ We have observed with most lively 
satisfaction that the State has initiated 
measures to provide a remedy against the 
traffic in vile literature, which for years 
has been an offence to our faithful people, 
and, by pandering to’ the lowest passions, 
was a danger to the minds of the young. 
A Commission was appointed to examine 
into the matter, and has issued a valu- 
able report.

Keferring to the endless excitement and in- 
jatuation of dancing, Dr..

[ am afraid it is only too true that the 
dance is no longer merely a danger; it is a 
corrupt plague spreading rapidly and dealing 
ruin to many parishes and homes. From 
extensive inquiries, I am convinced that 
many dances now indulged in are not merely 
an incitement to sin, but in themselves are 
immodest-—to the extent that they could noi 
be witnessed, much less engaged in, without 
rin. It is hard to believe that pure-minded 
couples can take part in these immodest 
dances without a consciousness of shame or 
sin. It is the clear duty of priests to 
appoint. some reliable person to control the 
dances that are held in parish halls. For 
the present, and until we see this danger. of 
corruption passing away, I forbid the priests 
to promote dances of. any kind and for any 
purpose. -A still greater danger than the 
public dances are those resorts which go by 
the designation of dancing classes and 
dancing halls. n most cases these are

‘‘Mention of books and papers reminds me 
of the valuable report presented by the Com- 
mission appointed to study the evil litera- 
ture problem.

every parish should make its voice heard and 
let the Minister who may have the task of 
introducing legislation dealing with the ques- 
tion know that he has the backing of the 
people ; and it should be emphasised, too, that 
nothing less than the full recommendations 
will respond to Irish ideals.

RR cmp Ric og at ae ‘County 
ublin, last night r....Kevin. O'Higgins, 
Minister for Justice, declared that unless the 
Liquor Bill, as it stands modified by him, is 
passed by the Dail, the Government will go 
out of ce. Substantially, the Minister’s 
references to the measure were the same as 
those he made in his speech on the second 
reading of the bill a couple of weeks ago. 

The main proposal of the bill, he said, was 
to establish the claim for a- reduction of 
licensed houses in the country. In some ¢ases 
there was tremendous redundancy, and the 
overcrowding created an unduly intensive 
competition, which resulted in breaches of tte 
law. It was in the general interest that. the 
number of existing licences should be reduced, 
just as it was in the general interest that the 
“ drinking day” should be shortened, Was 
the Free State Government, he asked, to mark 
time for ever to a thirteen hours’ drinking 
day«while neighbouring countries made it 
eight? No party, he ventured to boast, 
would introduce such a bill ‘within four 
months of a eral election; “and white 
there are modifications, if the bill as it other- 
wise stands does not go through, the Govern- 
ment will go out of office.’’ 


IRELAND’S TRADE WITH

REACTIONS CN FREE STATE. 
The Minister followed with a brief talk on 
the intrinsic worth of the common as dis- 


tinguished from the general interest, record- 
ing his belief that there would always be 
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‘found in the Free State eleven men in the 


dozen to plump for the interest of the many. 

In the course-of his remarks, the, Minister 
touched on the system of Proportional Repre- 
sentation. The system had its good and bad 
points, he. remarked, but. there was:the pos- 
sibility that it might bring representatives 
into the Dail that had no representative 
capacity. The ultimate proposition of a 
general election was to. provide a Govern- 
ment. The formation of a Government by a 
forced coalition might, in effect, mean the 
dictatorship of a minority. Recalling the 
minds of his hearers to the situation that 
existed in 1922, the Minister suggested that 
the Government had faced it with courage, 
honesty, industry and prudence. These 
qualities, he contended, the Government had 
not. lacked from the beginning, else it would 
have fared ill with the State and its people. 

They in the twenty-six counties should not 
think that they: had a monopoly of econamic 
ills, which-were the aftermath of the Great 
War. He went on_to ‘emphasise the lesson 
that England is 
illustrating it by references to the reactions 
of British industrial. troubles on Irish trade, 
and adding that when Britain went through 
a serious erisis, socially, economically and 
financially, such a crisis could not fail to be 
reflected in the trade statistics of the Saorstat. 
Mr. O’Higgins proceeded to the assertion that 
the present Administration, by its legislation, 
was laying the foundation. of national 
prosperity, and, having instanced such enact- 
ments as the Dairv’ Produce Act, the Live 
Stock Act, reminded his audience that these 
were the work jof a party challenged to 
civil war by á minority of the people. 
To the people he left for decision 
the question whether any group of men 
could: have done better in the last five years 
than those who comprised the present Govern- 
ment.. ..Reviewing the claims of the parties 
opposed to it, the Minister asked where was 
there a *‘ front Bench.'” Was it to be found 
in the ranks of those led by Professor 
Magennis?» In good truth, a more, motley 
collection of cranks than that party con~ 
tained could not be found from Donegal tow 
Cork. The Minister concluded by advising 
the electors to return some one party in 
strength. The return of many grosps, he 
declared, could bring only another general 
election, since there would have to be a 
forced coalition, than which nothing could be 
more detrimental to the interests of the 
State at the present time. 

THE GENERAL ELECTION 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
External Affairs, followed with the announce- 
ment that a general election was to be ex- 
In seeking for a re- 
newal of the people’s confidence the present 
Executive, he said, made no claim on account 
of work done. The desire of the Government 
was to see.a stable Government, and such 
stability of administration could never he 
secured by the forced coalition of minority 
parties. 

Mr. Fitzgerald proceeded to discuss the 
prospects of the groups now in the Dail, and 
ieferring to the Labour Party remarked that, 
so far as. he could see, it was not going to 


‘put up sufficient candidates to enable it. to 


take over the reins’ of government. The 
party led by Captain Redmond seemed to 
represent the old Home Rule movement, and 
that led nowhere. Looking over them all, 
he saw no alternative to the present Govern- 
ment, the policy of which all the time had 
been to do the best for the country, regard- 
less of purely sectional interests. The pre- 
sent Administration, he contended, had 
shown courage and integrity, and it called 
upon the people for a renewal of their con- 
fidence, not merely because they deserved it 
by virtue of their past work, but because it 
was the duty of every man and woman to 
work hard for the country) and to give it a 
Government that “would devplop it. along the 
lines of a sound, cohesive, hational policy.

the repeated denunciations of a class of busi- 
ness men now described as ‘‘ profiteers.’’ The 
‘* profiteer “’ was on a par with the usurer ; 
an usury is a sin condemned again and again 
by God and by the Church. 

The most odious and criminal kind of 
‘profiteering’? is “profiteering” on the 
ordinary necessaries of life: for such “ pro- 
fiteering ’’ is the cause of great hardship and 
suffering to the poorer classes. The poor man 
cannot go beyond the market at his door; he 
cannot escape the middjeman’s profits ; he can 
buy only in small quantities; hence, every in- 
crease in the price of the necessaries of life 
tells most severely against him. In these 
circumstances, the “ profiteerer’’ is not only 
guilty of injustice, but he is also guilty of 
oppression of the poor, which is one of the 
sins that cry to heaven for vengeance. 

In Ireland. as in other countries, he con- 
tinued, criticism and investigation have 
brought to light amazing particulars of the 
inefficiency and corruption of some public 
boards. As the evidence showed, the ex- 
penditure and waste of public money on the 
part of those “hoards was nothing short of. 
scandalous; employés were allowed to go with- 
out check, and to do much as they pleased; 
worthless officials. were shielded and white- 
washed; grave irregularities were quietly and 
quickly hushed tm; frends and favourites, 
however inco t; “were elected to - posi- 
tions of trust; nor was it unknown that gifts 
in money or in kind were offered, and some- 
times stiff bargains were made, when can- 
vassing for votes was in progress: How any 
decent man ‘could lend himself to such whole- 
sale, flagrant injustice is astonishing. And 
vet, apparefitly, there are men, thoroughly 
honest and upright in their private dealings, 
who east conscience to the winds in the trans- ' 
action of, public affairs, and who do not 
hesitate to co-operate in proceedings which 
reflect  diseredit on themselves, and which 
tend in the long run to bring into contempt 
the entire system of local government, ' 

Members of public boards should bear in 
mind that they have a double responsibility. 
since they act in the dual capacity of adminis- 
trators and representatives. Members of 
public boards id be as careful of other 

le’s money as wney are of their own, and 
in their public life, as. well as.in their private 
life, they should be without stain and without 
reproach, Honesty was the best policy.

THE FREE STAT™ LIQUOR BILL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stx,;—Will you allow me a word or two on 
the subject ef the liquor Bul? May 1 begin 
by complimenting ‘‘ the trade " on the magni- 
ficent amount of shouting that they have done 
within the last few months? “Che trade ” 
section of the community seems to be the only 
one which has cohesion and grit. (The /rish 
Times has certainly shown some grit.) The 
tempe.vance forces have declined to co-operate— 
I lay no blame on any one section. They 
seem content to pass resolutions, and even 
when, by dint. of some intiuvence unknown to 
me, they manage to see the Minister. far 
Justice, they merely tell him what he is to 
dv. My Association asked the Minister to 
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but he declined, and: very shortly afterwards 
received a deputation from ‘the trade.’ 

We have drafted amendments, and have 
asked a number of members of the Dail to 
endeavour to have these amendments moved 
and at least debated, if not. carried. J would 
like to remind your readers and the whole of 
the Government that there is behind the Dail 
a Senate, and behind the Senate a general 
election. If ‘the temperance organisations 
have failed to create a temperance partyin 
the Dail, it might be possible to do some- 
thing in the Senate; aad there are signs that 
the forces of the. big associations, like the 
Pioneers, will be used-in a geyeral e'ection 
to make sure that only those in favour of 
temperance reform get the votes of the 
hundreds of thousands of teetotallers. 

Our “amendments include complete Sunday 
closing, the elimination of the bona fide 
traveller, confining the hours when clubs can 
suppiy visitors with intoxicants to the same 
hours in which public houses are allowed to 
supply the public, These are the main 
amendments that we are asking for. With 
regard to the first, the Sunday Closing. Act 
was passed in 1878. ‘In 1882 » house-to-house 
canvass was taken on the question, “ Are you 
in favour of complete Sunday closing?’ in the 
five exempted cities. Leaving Belfast out, 
the figures of the voting were :— 

Dublin, 4 to 1 in favour of complete Sunday 
closing. | 

Cork, 5 to 1 in favour of complete Sanday 
closing. 

Limerick, 10 to 1 in favour of complete 
Sunday closing. ) 

Waterford, 12 to 1 in favour of complete 
Sunday closing. 

Since then on more than one occasion the 
second reading of a bill for complete Sunday 
closing was carried. jn the English House of 
Commons. by a very big majority. I have no 
reason to believe that opinion has changed in 
these days. 

With regard to number 2, the bona fide 
traveller has only grown because the law has 
not been administered. Everybody knows 
that at least 90 per cent. of the people 
claiming to be bona: fide travellera travel for 
nothing else but to obtain intoxicants, .and, 
therefore, according to the law, they are not 
bona fide travellers: On special occasions 
there might be special need for the supply of 
refreshments. to large. crowds, such. as .come 
for a football match. The sane thing to do 
would be to allow food to be served to such 
people, provided that no intoxicants were 
served at the same time. It might be well 
to have special exemption orders for an 
i occasion like this. The man who can travel 
even six miles in a "bus can surely either bring 
his own liquor or do without it for one day. 
There is no such thing as a bona side traveller 
under the present law in England. 

With regard to number 3, I believe that 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protec- 
tion Association -will heartily commend the 
temperance ‘‘fanatics’’ on this suggestion, 
and would back it to the full extent of 
their strength. Thete is one other matter 
dealt with in our amendments. We propose 
that no licence of any sort be granted by 
the Excise Commissioners without the consent 
of the Justice of the District Court. This 
would stop the indiscriminate issue of wine 
licences to every individnal who asks for 
them and who pays the licence duty. 
| Every temperance reformer should be grate- 
ful to you for your advocacy of the rights of 
the State against the rights of a trade which 
has for centuries n the curse of every 
country where it was allowed full scope.—

The Presa, Association’s Newcastle Corre- 
spondent telegraphs :— he mystery surroun4- 
ing the death of Stanley Dalton in the rural 
district. of Humshaugh, North Eó GORM 
remains unsolved. “The jury at Northumber- 
land Assizes at Neweastle on Saturday, after 
hearing all the evidence as to the charge 
of murder brought against Alexander 
McWilliam Cairns, a joiner, of Carluke, 
failed to agree, and were discharged. The 
case had dasted three days, and it was not 
until after 6.30 p.m. on Saturday that the 
jury—which included two women—after an 
absence of an hour and a half returned to 
Court, 

Are you agreed on your verdict? asked the 
Clerk of the Assize. 

Thére was a painful silence before the 
foreman slowly answered: “ No.” 

Does that- mean. that it is impossible for 
you to agree? asked Mr. Justice Fraser. 

The Foreman—l] think so. 

His Lordship, bowing to the jury, then 
said—+If it is impossible for you to come to 
an agreement, I must discharge you. 

Addressing counsel, the Judge said that he 
wonld make an order for the case to be heard 
at the next Assizes. | 

Mr. G. F. Mortimer, K.C., who prosecuted 
for the Crown, raised the question of trans- 
ferring the trial to some other town. . 

Mr. “Justice Fraser said that tf Mr. 
Mortimer made that applicatinn he would 
give a decision on Monday. 

Mr, Mortimer replied that he made no 
application; he simply brought the matter to 
his lordship’s attention. 

The Judge repeated that he would make 
no- pronouncement until Monday. i 

Widespread interest had been taken in the 
crime, partiy because the victim was missing 
for about a: fortnight before his body was 
found on September 24. Dalton, who was an 
odd man, employed by Major Hunter, of 
Walwick Hall, Humshaugh, disappeared on 
the afterncon of Saturday, September Il, 
while on his customary Saturday afternoon 
motor cycle spin. His body was discovered 
by members of a search party in a fosse of 
the Roman vailum, which runs parallel with 
the Roman road, | 

The prosecution alleged that the accuse, 
having stolen a gun and cartridges, shot 
dalton on the road opposite to the plantation, 
which is a mile and a half west of -Walwick 


Hal., 
THE SKULL IN COURT. 

There was a thrill in court 6n Friday when 
Professor ‘Stuart MacDonald produced 
Dalton’s skull. 

The accused in evidence admitted that he 
stole the gun and two cartridges, but declared 
that he did so at the request of a man whom 
he called Joe Kelly, who was accompanied by 
an unnamed man, described by the prisoner 
as an Australian; a ‘‘ flash crook,’’ who wore 
“plus fours.” He denied shooting Dalton. 

Mr. Justice Fraser, in summing up, said 
that one of the remarkable things about the 
case was that the accused and Dalton had 
apparently never met before the alléged crime. 
His lordship asked the jury to remember 
what sort of man the accused was. His 
counsel \had suggested that if he really had 
committed the murder he must have been a 
maniac. It was certainly an extraordinary 
thing for a man to do who knew something 
presumably about the law and the police. He 
asked the iury if they thought that, bearing 
in mind the evidence, there would be time 
for him to commit the deed, drag the body 
into the ditch, and take off Dalton’s boots. 
and overalls and don them. 

Then the blood tests were important, hav- 
ing regard to the negative result of the 
examination of the prisoner’s clothes, though 
they appeared to have been cleansed. Of all 
the witnésses called for the prosecution none 
had seen anything of Kelly or the Australian, 
or their motor cycle. ~ 

Finally, the judge warned the jury that 
because a man was a confessed liar it did not 


follow that he was telling lies on the nam Cm 


issue. It was for the jury to say, in this 


circumstantial case, whether or not they were | 
satisfied that the prosecution had made out a | 
case against Cairns beyond all reasonable | 


doubt. 
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OBITUARY. 
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THE RIGHT REY. DR. ROONEY. 

We regret to announce the death, at Cape- 
town last Saturday, of the Kight Rev. Bishop 
Rooney, D.D., at the venerable age of 85 
years. Bishop Rooney was born in Ireland in 
1844; and, having studied at AJl Hallow's 
College, Dublin, he went to the Propaganda 
College, Rome, where he was ordained . priest 
in 1867, When in Rome he won his degree 
of Doctor of Divinity by examination, and 
immediately left for South Africa, where he 
lived and laboured ever since, except for two 
brief spelis in Europe. , 

The first of these occasions was a sad mis- 
sion. It was twelve years after his arrival 
in the Cape, and Dr. Rooney at that time 
was Naval Chaplain at Simon’s Town. The 
Zulu War was raging, and the tragic death 
of the Prince Imperial of France had shocked 
the world. His mother, the Empress 
Eugenie, wished to have his remains cun- 
veyed to her for burial, and she wished that 
a priest of her own faith should accompany 
them. The duty fell to Dr. Rooney. That 
was in 1879. Seven years later Dr. Rooney, 
who had become Bishop Leonard’s right-hand 
man, was consecrated titular Bishop. of 
Sergiopolis. and became the Bishop's. co- 
adjutor. He worked hard in that canacity 
for over twenty years, and when Bishop 
Leonard died, in 1908, Dr. Rooney succeeded 
him as Vicar Apostolic of the Western dis- 
trict of the Cape of Good Hope. * 

For twenty-two years he co-operated with 
is senior colleague in controlling the large 
icariate, and then for seventeen vears more 
his was the only guiding hand. Sixty years 
did Dr. Rooney labour in South Africa. His 
task was a huge one, end the nresent flourish- 
ing condition of the Roman Catholic Church 
in Cane Colony is in no small degree the re- 
sult of his heroic labours.

SESSIONS OPENED IN COUNTY

An unusual occurrence took place last 
Saturday, when Judge Wakely opened the 
Circuit Court in Mullingar. Litigants, mem- 
bers of the Bar, and the general public, on 
arriving at the court-house found the gates 
locked and Civic Guards on duty, who in- 
formed them that the Court would not be 
held there, but in the County Hall. It 
transpired later from a statement made by 
the judge that the cause of this departure 
was that, as the judge put it, he would not 
take the responsibility of bringing the public 
into the court-house buildings, owing to their 
present insanitary condition, and very speci- 
ally because it appeared that virtually the 
whole detective forces of the county, who 
resided in the court-house buildings, were at 
present.suffering from influenza. 


INFLUENZA SYMPTOMS AND 
DANGERS. . 


. WHOLE FAMILIES AFFECTED. 

In his monthly renort Dr. Kennedy, Medical 
Superintendent of Health, ‘Waterford, recom- 
mends the issue of posters warning the public 
of the symptoms and dangers of influenza, 
which, he says, haa assumed epidemic pro- 
portions in the district. So far the type 
seems to be mild, and is rarely followed by 
severe complications. 

Owing to an outbreak of influenza all the 
schools in Killaloe Parish, Co, Clare, have 
been -closed. Child sufferers are in the 
majority, but in some cases whole families 
are affected. okey 

Dr. D. J. Murphy has reported te the 
Youghal Urban. Council that there is a good 
deal of infltienza in. the district, but no 
serious illness and no deaths. He suggested 
that the Camnpulsory Fiducation Act should 
be less stringently carried out for a few 
weeks. If the people at the outset of the 
symptoms kept away from cinemas and dance 
halls, and. took ordinary commonsense 
measures, there need be no alarm. .

But 
with no less justification or foundation 
could be characterised as delusions the 
constant references made by politicians 
and members of the British Government to

of so-called “Soviet agents,’” who are re- 


presented as being responsible for ali, or 
any, difficulties in the British Empire in 
all parts of the world. 
DEPLORABLE. 
The Soviet Government deplores the un- 
satisfactory condition of the relations 
between Russia and Great Britain, indi- 


cated in the British Government Note.. It 


believes, however, that to explain these re- 
grettable circumstaaces by mutual accusa- 


tions and an unfriendly tone in the Press | 


of the two countries would be to take cause. 
for effect, and vice versa. The Soviet 
Government would, likewise, consider it 
incorrect and undignified to seek an ex- 
planation of these conditions «in physio- 
logical or psychological characteristics of 
British statesmen. It is inclined to believe 
that the abnormality of these relations 
does not consist solely in the fact that the 
representations made about the two coun- 
tries do not correspond with the interests 
of the development of relations between 
Great Britain and the Soviet Government. 

What also matters is that, in its rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, the British 
Government consciously infringes’ the 
usual international: customs, and even 
elementary decency. It periodically 


thrusts in the face of the Soviet Govern- 


ment ‘indefinite and unfounded accusa- 
tions, refusing even to discuss them; it 
avoids settling mutual claims and com- 
plaints, either diplomatically or through 


special conferences, committees or delega- | 


tions ; declining the usual diplomatic ways 
of settling conflicts, it permits itself to 
talk to the Soviet Government in the 
tone of threats and ultimatums; and, 
lastly, it ignores the Constitution of the 
Union of Soviet Republics, making in- 
sistent attempts in its Notes to substitute 
party or even international institutions 
for the formal Government of the Union. 
The same abnormality of relations is 
also expressed by the fact that the British 
Government in its Note permitted itself 
an unheard of and unprecedented tone to- 
wards M. Tchitcherin, the Soviet People’s 
Commissary for Foreign Affairs. The 
position which the British Government has 
established with regard to the Soviet 
State encourages the hostile campaigu 
which finds expression in the coarsely 
abusive statements in the British Parlia- 
ment on the, part of members of Par- 
liament and even members of the Govern- 


 ment, and in the British Press. 


NOT FORGOTTEN. 

It must be added that the constant 
attempts by the British Gevernment to 
minimise, and even annul, the import- 
ance of the fact of the restoration of 
diplomatic relations, together with the 
authoritative information possessed hy the 
Soviet Government, and the continued 
attempts by individual members of the 
British Government to come to an under- 
standing with ex-Tsarist diplomats and 
counter-revolutionary repvte sentatives 
working in favour of another insurrec- 
tion, will not allow public opinion in the 
Soviet Union to forget the réle played by 
Great Britain in the first insurrection. 

At the conclusion of his Note Sir Austen 
Chamberlain deemed it timely and fit to 
advance the threat of a complete rupture in 
commercial and diplomatic relations in the 
event of the Soviet Government not comply- 
ing with the new demands, which do not 
arise from the existing Anglo-Soviet agree- 
ments and the mutual formal obligations. 

In declaring that threats against the Soviet 
Government will have no intimidating effect 
upon anyone in the Soviet Union, the Soviet 
Government takes the liberty to express its 
firm conviction that the conclusion of the 
trade agreement in 1921 and the. subsequent 
restoration of diplomatic relations corré- 
sponded to the interests and necessities of the 
peoples of the Soviet Union as well as those 
of the British Empire. If the present British 
Government believes that the rupture of 
Anglo-Soviet trade and all other relations is 
called for by the needs of the British people, 
and will serve the British Empire and 
cause general peace, then, of course, it will 
act in a suitable manner, assuming full 
responsibility for the consequences. 


SOVIET'S WISHES. 

On its part, the Soviet Government con- 
firms that the statements of the late M. 
Krassin, quoted in the Note of the British 
Government, concerning the desirability of 
removing all difficulties existing between the 
two countries, and everything giving ground 
for mutual complaint, and of establishin 
quite normal relabiots, actually corra! 
to the immutable and sincere wishes of the 
Soviet Government. 

In accordance with the decision for peace 
of the toiling masses of the Soviet Union, 
which are in entire conformity with the same 
aspirations of the popular masses of Great 
Britain, the Soviet Government will in future 
also pursue its peace loving policy, which 
excludes all aggressiveness towards other 
countries. It will welcome the British Go- 
vernment sincerely if it will go to meet it 


on this path. 
THE NEXT STEP. 


WILL THE AGREEMENT BE 
RENOUNCED? 

The Press Association: understands that a 
statement on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment on the Russian situation is likely before 
the promised debate on Anglo-Soviet relations 
takes place. No date has been fixed yet for 
the debate. 

The Note from the Soviet Government in 
reply to Sir Austen Chamberlain’s recsut 
waruing about. anti-British propaganda is 
couched in the terms expected in well- 
informed political quarters in London. It 
was not anticipated that the Soviet Govert- 
ment would commit itself in any respect or 
admit responsibility for propaganda. Hence, 
it was obvious that the Note would have to 
be in tone somewhat similar to that of the 
British Note. Those supporters of the 
Government who criticise the British Note 
as Leing, timid, regard the Soviet Note as 


“insolent."’, It is understood. that they will 


press al! the more strongly for the abrogation 
of the trade agreement and even ‘the mpture 
of diplomatic relations.. Although their view 
is not shared in oiticial quarters, they. regard 
the British Note in the light of an ultimatum. 

It was thought in political circles yesterday 
that the British Government would have to 
follow up its Note by some action, although 
the precise nature of this action was not 
clear. It was considered possible that the 
Government would decide to renounce the 
trade agreement, allowing. diplomatic rela-
